Saying that the first Phase of the 
investigation has been “substan- 
tially completed,”Russoniello re- 
ported that of the 168 names 
checked,“55 persons were posi- 
tively identified as naturalized 
citizens， six were Positively identi- 
fied as illegal aliens， 19 as 
probably (90% ， certainty) legal 
permanent residents，and 20 as 
possible either illegal aliens or 
legal permanent residents.”

The sudden closing of the Fay 已 cst Ti7mzes last Week 
caught the Timmzes” staff and readers，as well as our 
community, by surprise， 

The publication，similar to several others，Was 
financed by capital from Taiwan, As a sister paper of 
Taitan Times published in the city of Kaohsiung， 
Fory 天 ost Ties came to our community a year and 
seven months ago when there were alimost 40 Chinese 
language papers in San Francisco， New York， 
Houston and Los Angeles. 

While most of our local papers are running 
shoestring operations with red ink on the balance 
sheets，these papers came with modern Plants， 
up-to-date equipment, and a full staff. No one who is 
in the business would believe that these publishers 
came with the sole aim to “invest in America,… 

The Nationalists in Taiwan have always placed top 
priority on their relations with the United States, and 
consider overseas Chinese communities their domain， 
They probably believe that these papers would help 
them to create a favorable public opinion，especially 
since the normalization of relations between Beijing 
and Washington iD 1979. ; 

However，unlike other Taiwan papers，Far 厂 ast 
Times soon_ established an independent editorial 


officials in Taiwan uncomfortable.。 IThe Times 
covered the death of Prof. Chen Wen-cheng of 
Carnegie-Mellon University thoroughly，reflecting 
the_ community's mood of disbelief， anger and 
apprehension. Recently，when a taxi driver in Iaipei 
was allegedly tortured by the security police and 
died, the Timnes gave the news full coverage. When 
editor Chen Jou-hsi paidq a _ visit to Taiwan she 
interviewed political dissidents and prisoners， 

News dealers in Chinatown tell us the Far 歼 ast 
Times sold more than the other Taiwan papers， 下 
the Times has financial difficulty, then all the other 
Taiwan papers should have closed up ljong ago，they 
have commented 

On the morning of May 23, when the editorial sta 攻 
came to work on the May 25 issue, they were notified 
that a decision had come from the board of Taitam 
Timmes for the paper to cease publication. The official 
reason given Was “financial difficulty.” 

Surely there is _ financial difficulty，but any 
publisher who decides to invest in Chinese language 
papers in the United States should know 让 
beforehandqd. The demise of Fa7 下 ast Timzes appears to 
be more political than financial. 

The For 环 ast Timmes， 让 allowed to continue to 
report and comment onzmews objectively and free of 
foreign dictates，would no doubt Play an important 
role in our community， Its closing shows us once 
again how foreign political inLuence is attempting to 
shape community opinions,， and why we should stay

Yuen and the other CAA board 
members are_ currently directing 
their efforts at raising $150,000 to 
$200,000 in the next month with 
which to _ purchase a Permanent 
home .for CAA'S civil ， rights 
activities in employment，educa- 
tion，health，voting rights，and 
media access. 人 A $100-a-plate 
dinner will be held this Fri.，June 
4 at 6 pm at the Empress of 
China, 838 Grant Ave.，SE，with 
Congressman Phil Burton speak- 
ing about his days as a civil rights 
activist. 

DISCRIMINATION 

For more than three' decades， 
Yuen has championed the message 
that Chinese need an organiza- 
tion to 三 ght against discrimina- 
tion and for equal opportunity， 

As a soldier，a student，amnd an 
aspiring engineer in the late 40s 
and early 50s, Yuen wIote articles 
for Cinese Pacific Weekly and 
other SFE Chinatown papers des- 
cribing conditions for Chinese 
Wherever he went and Protesting 
the discrimination they faced in 
housing;, _ employment， and 
government， 

“I lived thrfough it myself, ”he 
added，as a detainee for two 
months at the Angel Island imimi- 
gration station，a new immigrant 
in Chinatown, a soldier drafted to 
serve in the American South and 
in Germany，and a trained en- 
gineer seeking professional work. 

Many Chinese were still disap- 
pointed after the war, he recalled， 
because discrimination in housing 
and work continued， He，was 
especially _ concerned about- the 
plight of the Chinatown workers 
and seamen.“Blacks, Jews -一 they 
all had civil rights organizations 
but the Chinese didnt. 工 saw the 
need for somebody like CAA to 
位 ght for us.” 

In 1969, Yuen's vision Was 
fulfilled with the formation of 


EOUNDATION 

Although Yuen was not active 
记 CAA in the early years，the 
unfairness and the need to combat 
让 “always stayed in my mind, he 
explained. “Its deep within me， 
and now that Im slowing down in 
my work (at age 64, Yuen cut his 
hours from 60 to _ just 40 per 
week),，I want to put more time 
into CAA.” 

Although Asian community or- 
ganizations have been holdqing an 
unprecedented number -of fund- 
raising events in recent months 一 
at Unprecedented ticket levels 一 
CAA members are confident that 
their building fund goals will be 
Inet . 

“This buildqing provides not only 
a firm foundation for CAA bnut 
symbolizes the longstanding 
comrmitment and Support that 
Chinese have for this orgamiza- 
tion,”said Paul Fong，CAA board 
chairman and a Chinatowmn at- 
torney,“It will heljp CAA become 
an :institution that can serve 
People for generations to come,” 

“This is a substantial comamit- 
ment to the future of CAA,”

STABILITY 

Der maintained that Owner- 
ship of abuilding is essential to the 
stability of the organization be- 
cause of anticipated federal fund- 
ing cuts that could ptit the entire 
CAA program iD jeopardy. In 
spite of the cutbacks, “there has 
been no decrease in the need for 
civil rights protection”in recent 
years, Der noted， 

“The need for a permanent 
home is based on the volume of 
civil rights activity which we are 
now handling,”he added. 

Since .CAA'S founding， 让 has 
been located in several different 
offices in the Chinatown area. 
“Every two to three years，wWeve 
had to move because of the 
inadequacy of office space，Ient 
increases，Or the like, ”Der ex- 
Plained. 

Currently，CAA rents 1,400 
square feet on the second floor of 
121 Waverly Place，Nine full- 
time staff members share the 
cramped space with some 100 
visitors Weekly who come to use 
the employment files or for 
consultation on problems of inade- 
quate public services， voting 
rights，or police harassment. The 
office also makes available 
English handbooks and tapes for 
Chinese adult immigrants and 
booklets on becoming naturalized 
citizens，In_addition，CAA mem- 
bers produce the Hon Sing radio 
show iD Cantonese and partici- 
pate in special media Projects， 
such as the mmy-winning Bean 
SPD7OUtS. 


PRIVACY- 
“This office is not big enough or 
conducive to “ “operating effi- 
ciently,” Der maintained. “We 


don'teven have a meeting room,，” 
he said, adding that consultations 
on discrimination and harassment 
demand a degree of Privacy which 
is not noOwW available， 

According to Fong，CAA is now 
looking for a _ building (with at 
least 3,000 feet of floor space) all 
over SE，especially in the North 
Beach，south of Market， and 
Franklin Street areas， 

“We would,love to find a Place 
in the Chinatown area，but exor- 
bitant Piices make that quite 
difficult unless someone donates a 
building or gives us a discount,” 
he sighed. 

Ideally， CAA'S _ future home 
would have at least one story of 
offices and a large community 


meeting room， perhaps 
additional space to sublet ip order 
to provide the organization With a 
supplemental income，EFong said . 
However，CAA is considering a 
variety of architectural and 
ownership arrangements，includ- 
ing a joint venture, 

“This is an effort to Piovide a 
solid economic base for our sta 打 so 
that instead of Worrying about 
their rent and the Toof over their 
head，they can concentrate on 


more important social issues - 


Fong said. The government fund- 
ing cuts have led CAA to shift its 
funding emphasis to the Private 
sector，he said, “especially to its 
1,000 plus members.” 


EFFECTIVE 
Moon Yuen，who spent 27 years 
at Bechtel after getting ”in 


“through the side door,”Ppointed 
to the impact which CAA and the 
isstes 让 supports have made on his 
own profession and career， In the 
early years， he said， corpora- 
tions like Bechtel wouldnt even 
talk about affirmative action，but 
now they work with CAA., Affir- 


mative action programs have been 


critical in helping his own _firm， 
Yuen-Fenner (which has grown 
他 om two technical sta 任 members 
to 26 in the past seven years) to 
gain hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of state and federal 
ContTacts， 

“Naturally，you have to do a 
good job in order to get contracts 
again,”he explained, “but affir- 
mative action allows you to move 
in where otherwise you would be 
kept out.” 

However， Yuen noted that 
CAA'S work is even more critical 
to non-professional Chinese Amer- 
icans， 

“Themajority of our people are 
doing manual work in China- 
town, the Bay Area,，all over the 
country, actually,. Nowhere else in 
American society  _ outside ”of 
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Chinatown do people work for $3 
an hour,”he contended. CAA has 
been especially effective in getting 
Chinese into the buildqing idus- 
try,， he observed,，where the pay is 
better and advancement more 
possibjle. 

“ 工 believe 证 there was not an 
organization like CAA in the Chi- 
nese community, it would have to 
be invented，said Dr, Robert Lee， 
another CAA board member and 
chair of the SF Theological 
Seminarys social ethics depart- 
Inent. 

“The day ,is long gone when 
Chinese Americans simply remain 
Passive at affronts to their dignity 
and to their rights as citizens. CAA 
is the appropriate organization for 
us to rally around, and having its 
Own building will strengthen its 
Work and give a sense of identity 
to its organizational growth.”

Cancer: US and Hong Kong

recent Chinese American health 
conference，Dr. John Ho， 了 Pro- 
fessor of Radiology and Oncology 
from Hong Kong University，a 
world renowned expert in the 
study and treatment of nasophar- 
yngeal carcinoma (NPC)，gave his 
keynote address on his work in 
that field. 
了 EMIGRATE 
Nasopharyngeal carcinoma 
(NPCJis seen in extraordinary high 
frequency in Cantonese Chinese 
and in some areas of southern 
China， It is the number one 
cancer killer in males. Its predilec- 
tion for Cantonese has been a 
topic of studv for manv vears: 


compared with Caucasians，Can- 
tonese have 20 times greater risk of 
contracting this disease， 
Interestingly，other Asians are 
not equally affected: 了 Beijing 
Chinese and Japanese have a low 
incidence of NPC，close to that of 
whites，Studies in Malaysia and 
Singapore show that the more 
Cantonese biood a person had, the 
greater the risk of NPC，There， 
persons of mixed Malay and 
Chinese descent have an NPC rate 
between that of the local Canton- 


ese (high rate) and the 1local- 


Malays (low rate). 

When Cantonese emigrate, they 
carIry with them the increased risk 
of NPC: in SFE, the rate of NPC is 
19 times that of the local white 


population. Furthermore, as Can- 
tonese stay in the US，each 
Successive generation raised in this 
country has a lower risk for NPC 
than their parents，but this rate 
never equals that of the white 
population. 

The big question then is 
whether the disease is genetically 
determinedqd or environmentally 
induced，Though there is some 


evidence for clustering of inher-， 


ited tissue types (called HLA: 
genes) in patients with NPC，most 
workers，including Dr，Ho，feel 
the cause of NPC can be found in 
the environment. 
ANTIBODIES 

There is evidence that viruses 

and chemicals may act together to 
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induce NPC. Firstly，virtually all 
patients with NPC have been 
infected in the past with a virus 


called the 了 Epstein Barr Virus 


(EBV)， This virus has been ass0- 
ciated with benign disease, such as 
infectious mononucleosis， and 
with _ malignant diseases as Bur- 
kitts lymphoma, 了 Patients with 
more advanced disease have 
higher levels of antibodies against 
the virus and the genetic material 
of the 卫 pstein Barr virus has been 
found in NPC tissue, To say that 
the 下 BV causes this cancer is 
Probably incorrect since many 
people who have been infected 
with 下 BV never develop cancer， 

As for chemical causes，Dr， Ho 
cited studies from Japan which 
linked the consumption of salted 
fish to an ipcreased risk for NPC. 
Eurthermore, 4 out of 22 rats fed 
Sajlted fish developed cancer of the 
nasal and perinasal regions，and 
most of them passed substanees in 
their urine which were carcino- 
genic , 

However;， Dr. Ho warned 
against drawing the conclusion 
that salted fish is bad for 
everybody; too jittle information 
is Presently_ available， Dr， Ho 
himseljf .stil eats salted  ish 
regularly.， However，he advises 
parents against-_ feeding their 
infants_and very young children 


this food. He specifically feels that 


the Practice of weaning infants 
with a mixture of rice congree and 
salted fish should be stopped.， 
FAMILY 
Since early detection leads to a 
high rate of cure，Dr. Hos group 
in Hong Kong screened siblings of 


1255 NPC patients for high levels of 


antibodies against -the 了 上 pstein 
Bart virus (1gA anti-VCA jliters) 
and found seven with “these 
elevated levels. Six then under- 
went naspharyngeal biopsy and 
four of the six had early stage 
NPC 

People with no family history 
for NPC，even 让 their antibody 
levels were elevated, had no NPC 
on biopsy.， Thus， people， with 
brothers and sisters who had NPC 
may need some screening blood 
tests and routine nasopharyngeal 
examinations by an ENT special- 
ist.
